LEGISLATURE 
PASSED GAS 
REFUND BILL 


Adjourns With Thumbs 
Down on Third Spec­ 
ial Session 


Springfield, Til . June 6 
< AP > 
P a s ­ 
sing the gas ta x refund bill and t ur n ­ 
ing thum b s down on a proposition for 
a third special session, the Illinois 
G eneral Assembly adjourned sm e die 
at 10;50 o’clock today. 
T he gas tax refund bill, a p portion­ 
ing am ong Illinois’ 102 counties the 
$6. 390.000 collected und e r the un ­ 
constitutional gas tax law was passed 
in the House w ithout difficulty. 
It 
had previously been approved bv the 
Senate. 
T he S e na te the n concurred 
in House a m e nd m e nts a nd the bill was 
sent to the governor. 
P end ing his 
signature, the bill becomes a law on 
July 1. 
Miss M a rga re t Haley, representing 
the Chicago T ea che rs F ederation, pre ­ 
sented the plea for a special session 
im m ediately following this one. to give 
Cook county tax board a uthority to 
order a reassessm ent of 
property in 
Cook 
O n a roll call, 67 m em bers of 
the House voted in its favor, four vot­ 
ed no, a nd 10 present, the re m a ind e r 
present failed to vote. 
After a djournm ent. M iss H aley said 
she believed she could g et the a ddi­ 
tiona l ten m em bers—enoug h to m ak e 
a constitutiona l m a jority—in the nex t 
*ew days. 
She then plans to present 
her case 
to .the governor, w ith the 
seventy-seven nam es, as the governor 
has said he would call a third special 
session if the m em bers of the legis­ 
lature w anted it. 
Only one subject would be ta k e n 
up a t the session, she said, in a five 
m inute talk or fore the House, t ha t of 
perm itting the Cook county officers to 
go ahead w ith a re-assessm ent of real 
property in accordance w ith the orig­ 
inal ord er of the state tax com m is­ 
sion. 
“If we d on't get this relief,” she said, 
“we can't s tra ighte n out our crook ­ 
ed assessors. 
C hicago is sick a nd 
tired of the frightful tax cond itions— 
t a x fix ing ls destroying our m oral 
fibre. 
“ All we want, is a clean start. 
You 
talk about cleaning up crim e in Cook 
county. 
W ha t rrim e could be gre ater 
tha t tha t of tak ing $13,000,000 in ta x ­ 
es from one group of people and p ut­ 
ting it in the pock ets of a nothe r ? ” 
Mir.s Haley c ha r g'd “ frightful" un ­ 
der assessm ents of real estate In the 
loop, 
business district 
of Chicago. 
T he order for the reassessm ent by the 
state tax comm ission, she said, was 
the result of ha r d work by the te a c h­ 
ers a nd othe r 
civic 
organizations; 
a nd the n thp A ttorney G eneral, by 
declaring the reassessm ent ord er of no 
force, " threw a m onk ey w rench in 
the m ac hinery.” 
She furthe r a sse rt­ 
ed tha t the law und er which the tax 
commission ha d issued the order had 
been approved by the A ttorney G e n­ 
eral 
O bservers of the legislature today 
were trying to determ ine just w hen 
the legislature 
would m eet in 
the 
event tha t Miss Haley carries out her 
plan of getting ten m ore votes. 
At 
best, only one week is available, be­ 
tween the two national conventions. 
T his would m e a n the bill would have 
to be passed in six days, w hich is a 
m ost unprecedented. 
Unless the bill 
is passed before July 1, it will not b e­ 
come effective until July 1, 1929, and 
could as well be passed a t the nex t 
regular legislative session. 
Laws passed by the second e x tr a ­ 
ordinary v s ion of the G eneral A 
sembly will cost the tax payers of the 
state* in ex cess of $30,000. 
Two week s ago, w hen s;ne die a d ­ 
journm e nt was in sight b ut une x pec t­ 
edly discarded, leader* of the r.ena*' 
a nd house prepared, for the inform n- 
•ion of the voters, a sum m ary of e x ­ 
penditures.
